Concerned parents in Chinatown 
mobilized once again，this time 
for the health of their children， 
when it became a Possibility that 
the Telegraph Hil Neighborhood 
Clinic may close its doors after 
April. Nearly 200 patients of the 
clinic 一 mothers with young chil- 
dren and babies in arms, marched 
on City Hall in a demonstration of 
concern。 Carrying signs and plac- 
ards in Chinese and English, these 
demonstrators 一 -mostly im- 
migrants, proud,， dignified women 
fiercely devoted to the welfare of 
their children 一 took the Board of 
Supervisors completely by surprise 
at _ the Finance Committee hear- 
ings held last Wednesday. 


At stake was the Very existence 
of theTelegraph Hill Clinic, known 
affectionately as““Tel-Hi”which 
last year logged over 11,000 
patient-visits。 Tel-Hi， whbich re- 
ceives a total allocation from the 
City in the amount of $7,500 
every six months，operates by 
relying on donated rent, utilities， 
janitorial services，and a donated 


-pharmacy，as well as the services 


of 12 volunteer doctors，who see 
and treat Tel-Hi patients without 
receiving any fees. The number of 
hours donated by this physician 
staff last year carae to 1,425; the 
Pharmaceuticals donated came to 
over 43,000. The City's share of 
running Tel-Hi，which is $7,500 
semi-annually，is designated for 
salaries of three employees 一 3 
full-time supervising RN and two 


other part-time health workers. 工 o 
be heard.that day was the mayor's 
recommendation that the clinic be 
funded-only through April, with a 
corresponding cutback in funds. 

Director of Public Health Fran- 
cis Curry pointed out that al- 
though, as the Einance Committee 
argues，it is true that Tel-Hi pa- 
tients are eligible to use the servV- 
ices of San Francisco General Hos- 
pital, there is the question' of loca- 
tion and neighborhood which - 
must be taken into consideration: 
it is very important for residents 
who live and work ip Chinatown 
to have a clinic that they can get 
to and from in a few hours. 

Dr. Curry went on to say that 
for someone to go to S.F. General 
for service might require that per- 
son，who is already in the low- 
income group，to lose an entire 
day's work in order to do so. Dr. 
Curry'"s convincing argument' to 
the Board of Supervisors for keep- 
ing the clinic operating was based 
on economics，He testified that 
each Patient-visit at Tel-Hi costs 
the City $1.25，whereas each 
patient-visit at S: 了 . General costs 
the Citv $18.00. 


Hearing about the saving in cost 
to the City of -$16.75 for every 
patient seen at Tel-Hi instead of 
S.F. General，Supervisor Francois 
remarked,“This is the best bar- 
gain in town!l”The Finance Com- 
mittee of the Board of Super- 
visors then approved the mayor's 
recommendation for funding in 
the amount of 4$45,000. Extended 
operation of Tel-Hi is under re- 
consideration.

James's brother，went to trial be- 


fore Judge Drewes imnmediately 
after the verdict was returmned. 
Two men entered the Lexington 
Maiket at 2791 Bush St. at 3:30 
p.m. last Oct. 27，selected some 


groceries，and Put them on the 
counter before pulling a .22 cali- 
ber revolver on owner John Eng， 
41. 

As Eng"s wife,， Sally，and three 
children looked on, they shot him 
in the left eye before running out 
with $135 from the till. 


The robbery led to intense de- 
mands for better protection for 
“mom and dad”stores from the 
Chinese community. 

The black community in the 
area, shocked by the crime, ralised 
funds to aid the Eng family and 
were credited with considerable 
help by homicide inspectors Bi 
Armstrong and Dave Toschi，who 
arrested the Hayes brothers after 3 
three-week investigation. 


School/ puadget Key 
to teacher cutpDacKs

The San Erancisco school board 
put off a _ decision last Thursday 
night on the 1972-73 budget until 
next week at a Special meeting to 
hear further discussion. 

At the March 9 meeting, a deci- 
sion to fire or retain 263 teachers 
must be reached to meet a March 
15 deadqdline to notify teachers of 
their termination. 

At Iast Thursday"s meeting，As- 
sociate Superintendent Miltor Rei- 
terman explained each of three 
budgets. The board must choose 
one or use the extra week to com- 
bine elements of each . 

Besidqes the possibjlity of firing 
263 teachers，the biggest issue is 
whether teachers will receive cost- 
of-living or salary increases. 下 
they don't receive the Increases， 
Reiterman said，the 263 teachers 
will not be fired and costs for 
para-professionals (bus monitors)， 
field trips，ROTC，and building 
new_ schools will be included in 
the budget. 

Reiterman's view was that to 
keep the budget at the Present 
level of $116 million, which equals 
school tax income from property 
owners, a choice would have to be 
made. 

The budget recommended by 
Superintendent Thomas A. Sha- 
heen， which would have both， 
would increase the budget to $123 
million，and would require that 
voters in June elect to raise taxes. 

Speaking for the Certified Em- 
ployees Council，James Ballard， 
president of the Teachers Union， 
advised the board to cut budget 
iteins that are“further from the 
classroom.” Rather than make 
teacher cutbacks or salary freezes， 
he suggested_ making administra- 
tive cutbacks. 

He said there are fewer teachers 
and students，and more adminis- 
trators now than two years ago. 


In_ another action， the last three 
zone administrator positions were 
finally filled_ by persons whose

da， The delay，according to Dr. 
Zuretti Goosby，was from lack of 
a _ clear understanding by board 
members of the duties of the 
Seven Zone administrators. 

A job description is now before 
the board and its apProval is ex- 
pected at the next regular meet- 
ing. 

Critics of the zone administrator 
Position，such as Robert Landis of 
the_ Classroom Teachers Associa- 
tion and Ballard，say that it is an 
unnecessary administrative level. 
The issue comes under particular 
focus in view of the budget dif 丰 - 
culties and the proposed teacher 
cutbacks. 

The new administrators for 
zones 2,， 3,， and 5 respectively are 
Agatha Hogan, Mayme Chinn, and 
Beatrice Lynch. 

Linked to the zone aqdministra- 
tor issue，the final vote for zone 
councils will be at the March 16 
meeting following revision of the 
resolution。 This issue also spent 
Ionths on the agenda. 

Zone councils -will consist of 
parents and delegates from ele- 
mentary schools who will act as 
spokesmen for the Problems of 
schools in their zones-. 

Advocates of zone councils see 
them as another line of commumni- 
cation to the community. Parents 
who cannot persevere at school 
board meetings can present their 
problems and gripes to the zone 
council，who will then report di- 
rectly, with no delay, to the board. 

The board also voted to investi- 
gate the possibility of combining 
the state-funded gifted students 
program with a local program that

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Building a new man"… in China

Due to the“scientific methodol- 
ogy” of Mao Tse-tung's thought， 
China has been able to solve prob- 
lems thatmore developed societies 
have not been able to solve，ac- 
cording to Jack Chen，a main- 
land Chinese journalist，currently 
touring the U.9. 

Chen, who has lived in China for 
22 years，spoke to an overflow 
audience Thursday night, Feb. 24， 
in Kroeber Hall at UC Berkeley， 
on the meaning of the_ Cultural 
Revolution in China in the late 
1960s. 

“What's happening in China is 
that she is redesigning both her 
people and her land,”explained 
Chen in his crisp British accent， 
“Its whatyou might call "environ- 
mental design.” We call it building 
了 new Ian. 

“In the last 20 years，[Lve seen 
China_ develop from a backward 
society. The Chinese have always 
been a hard-working people. They 
have always displayed great loy- 
alty and great Perseverance， But， 
before 1949, China was a land of 
great Poverty and great destitu- 
tion.” 

Chen_ remembered when carts 
would set out every morning in 
the streets of Shanghai to pick up 
the bodies of people who had died 
during the night.“I saw on tele- 
Vision that President Nixon was 
amazed that 300,000 people had 
built the Great Wall. Yet，i he 
could journey over all of China 
and see what has taken place in 
twenty years，he would see that 
the result of this achievement far 
Surpasses any Great Wall ever 
built,” 

In the first eight years of the 
new governmentthree million peo- 
ple were engaged every year iD 
water conservation projects. As a 
result， 100 million acres were 
transformed into arable ljand.“To- 
day China feeds all her people 
with her own Production。 Plus， 
this year she's reaped a bumper

SHANGHAI SLUMS 


The people tackled the problem 
of the slums of Shanghai from the 
standpoint of human amenities， 
They built gardens,， plarited trees， 
built schools，playgrounds，medi- 
cal facilities，set up family plan- 
ning services, and So on. Chen said 
that “in 9hanghai there was a large 
gangster Population and now there 
is none. It's true that a lot of the 
gangsters Went elsewhere，but not 
al of them had enough money to 
buy airline_、 tickets to TIaiwan， 


Some have stayed and they have 
been changed by social remolding. 
Unless you_ transform man You 
cannot succeed in transforming 
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your environment, If you want to 
change slumdwellers，you Imust 
educate themi you must get slum- 
dwellers or hooligans to want to 
change themselves.” 

To elimninate Prostitution and 
venereal disease in China, first the 
brothel-keepers were rounded up. 
“If they were stubborn, they were 
treated according to the law and 
put in prison. This solved the main 
problem. The next problem was 
the girls themselves，Ihey were 
cleaned up，given an education， 
and provided with a vocation. But 
then，you had to eliminate soci- 
ety's attitude toward the girls to 
help them solve their problem. So， 
men also had to be educatedi; 让 
they looked upon the girls merely 
as prostitutes，nothing would be 
changed，At the same time yoOU 


had to reorder family life: in the- 


old days menhad concubines;now 
you have to be satisfied with one 
wife. In addition，the girls were 
given a sense of dignity and self- 
respect to _ ensure they wouldnt 
consider themselves inferior， To 
do this，they were given the op- 
portunity to write，produce，and 
act out a play based on their lives. 
It was one of the best plays that 
Tve ever Seen.”

Js there any way out of the bus- 
ing controversy gripping the Unit- 
cd States? The answer is yes,，but 
not Very likely. The whole busing 
issue mijightnever have come abonut 
were it not for the white power 
structure actually practicing the 
Principle of separate but equal. 
For had they not done so，the 
minority groups would not have 
been able to yell inequality 一 in- 
equality in housing，in jobs，and 
in cducation. Inequality in educa- 
tion 一 the unfair distribution of 
resOuUrces: mmoney，qualified staffs， 
materials， decision-making over 
one's own education 一 has forced 
many People to seek equality 
through a redistribution of those 
reSOUrCeS. 

Busing is one method of forcing 
aredistribution of resources. After 
all， 计 privileged parents all of a 
sudden saw their children being 
bused into what they felt were in- 
ferior schools，how long would 
they stand for the _ inferiority? 
They would demand that there be 
better protection and education， 


both of which require a redistribu- - 


tion of resources， 

Unfortunately, the redistribution 
of resources by busing often does 
not get a chance. Many privileged 
Parents would rather withdraw 
their children from public schools 
than subject them to inferior 
schools， 

Another way of looking at this 
is recognizing that urban areas are 
becoming increasingly inhabited 
by _ ethnic minorities， usually of 
lower socio-economic status。 Yet， 
the white power Structure- 一 many 
of whose members live in suburbs 
outside the urban centers 一 -still 
control the urban centers” finan- 
cial and decision-making resources， 
For San Francisco, the Downtown 
Association，the real estate mo- 
guls，and their City Hall cronies 
come to mind.、The all-pervasive 
Powers that they hold (and often 
make in conjunction with _ each 
other) reach down and affect all 
the urban center's citizens，the 
majority of whom are ethnic mi- 
noOrities. 

LET THEM EAT CAKE 

The San Francisco school system 
is no different、It is a microcosm 
of what goes on in the rest of the 
city. The white andy/or middle-class 
interests Control the resources， 
allocating the best and most of 
educational resources to_ certain 
favored schools and people、 

Its a case of having their cake 
and eating it The resource-favored 
groups do not want busing，yet 
they are not willing to redistributg 
their resources equitably to the 
have-nots. 

The question then becomes，is 
busing the only way to redistrib- 
ute resourcesn No,butit would be 
one of the most effective ways 
were it allowed to become a real- 
ity. Anather way would be what 
organizational theorists call '*%de- 
centralization.” 

Decentralization could mean two 
things- 一 the breakup of a bureau- 
cratic Structure by allowing lower 
echelon staff members to _ make 
more decisions; or the breakup of 
a bureaucratic structure by allow- 
ing community groups to make 
real decisions. Michael Katz (CLass 


2Bazreaxcracy azd School，1971). 
states that historically, there were 
at least four routes education 
could have taken in the United 
States. The route that developed， 
eventually， was bureaucratic in 
form，shaped by powerful，self- 
serving interest groups who de- 
signed education to reinforce and 
Protect existing class and race pat- 
terns， 

Specifically，by regulating entry 
into schools and by determining 
career lines for a racially-mixed 
Population, the bureaucratic struc- 
ture reinforced society's class and 
racial attitudes， Obviously，the 
bureaucratic structure became 
highly resistant to change in order 
to protect its interests.Katz?s anti- 
dote to this entrenched bureau- 
cratic Structure is decentralization 
because decentralization gives 
power to those that the bureau- 
cratic structure has failed to serve 
一 the minorities. 

The irony to all this discussion 
is that busing and decentralization 
are incompatible. Busing requires 
much centralizing of efforts，and 
usually the only structure capable 
of doing this is the bureaucratic 
structure that minorities want to 
get rid of. Pass the aspirin. 

For Chinatown's pro-busing fans， 
this article provides them with one 
rationale for their way of thinking; 
for Chinatown's anti-busing fans， 
fhis article provides them with one 
direction for their efforts，

JIn an era when it is fashionable to 
_be _ ethnic，the Chinese have yet to 
faunt their heritage，Qnuietly，their 
ranks have swelled to a thousand, about 
eight Percent of the college's under- 
_ graduate enrollment. 

IThe second largest ethnic minority 
at the Cojllege, the Chinese have main- 
tained， curiousljy，a low-key image. 
责 oweven they have silently instituted 
Chinese cultural and language courses， 
The Asian-American Student Com- 
munity (AASC)，, an organization dedF 
cated to Political and social action for 
all Asians，Kindled from 'the Spring 
70 demonstration described ， above 
and the Chinese Students Association 
(CSA) worked quietly but aggres- 
SiVely towards the establishment of a 
Chinese-American 。 Heritage course， 
and，eventually，towards the creation 
of the College's new Asian Studies 
Department， 

Yith little fanfare，the frst coali- 
tion of Chinese student organizations， 
the Asian Alliance，briefy uniting the 
Chinese Students Association， Ming 
Tak，and AASC，sought major PosL 
tions in Student government elections 
last year and won the Student Senate 
Seat in Engineering. 

Slowly，the traditional image of the 
Chinese student 一 brizht，exotic in-
